T h e Fall Trtwle. 


The pleasures of summer are now all 
over and people are settling down to a 
stern realizalion that winter is approach- 
ing.

Lindley M. Ninde. A constitution and 
by-laws were then adopted and a reso- 
tion adopted instructing the president 
to arrange for the construction of the 
the road with a rich London syndicate, 
already incorporated.

This will insure rapid transit 
to any portion of this city, or any other 
city in which there is a similar delivery 
system. If the letter is a registered one, 
and the person sending it desires it deliv- 
ered by the immediate messenger sys- 
tem, it will require the usual regular 
stamp, the registery stamp of 10 cents, 
and the immediate delivery stamp of 10 
cents, or 22 cents in all. 


Besides the usual delivery hours dur- 
ing the day this immediate delivery sys- 
tem will continue until midnight each 
night.
